businessman, someone I felt I would grow te like a little 

better. I had no dislike for Er. Hall whatever and 1 

simply made up my mind that if that vas Frances wish ani 

the wish of my mother, that that would be the last I would 

ever say about it. I did not get the impression that my 

mother urged Mrs. Hall to marry Edward Hall, but I always 
believed my mother was delighted at the nat eh and, if it 

was going to please her, I would certainly be perfectly 
satisfied, I have not had much to do with churh matters 


And was not interested in them, but, even so, if Mr. Halil 


had been a more elderly man, or a few years older anyway, 
and I had known a liittie bit more about him, I think I would 
have been very much pleased. I knew absolutely nothing of 
Mr, Hall‘s past, 


I went te Hew York over Sunday evening, September 17th,

Coming 
back from the cemetery Mrs, Stevens and i left the car we had 
been in and went te our New York apartmeat on the subway,
